This 
action was taken by the Central Soviet against the advice of 
the 
extremists who oppose the release of the Americans.

Washington, D. C., July 30.—Secretary of State Hughes 
is reported to have received from the Russian Soviet Govern­ 
ment a reply to the recent demand for the release of Ameri­ 
cans held prisoner in Russia.

To those who are accustomed to 
meandering down Broadway and strol­ 
ling in to see the latest exuberations 
of Doug Fairbanks or Mary Piekford, 
this expression will need an explana­ 
tion. 
While in the American motion 
picture theaters, one enters and pays 
to see the whole program consisting 
of one long feature play and several 
>;j shorter comics, 
scenics, etc., in the 
Argentine movie palaces, the program 
consists 
usually of three 
feature 
plays, each making up a section, and 
two or three 
short 
films, 
together 
comprising a section. The movie fan 
buys a ticket for which ever section or 
secions he or she desires to see, or, to 
see the whole program, a "complete" 
The 
motion 
picture is foremost 
among the diversions of the people of 
Argentina. 
Every little town in the 
country of only a few hundred popu- 
latino, boasts of at leats one picture 
theater. The movies have done much 
for the natives, for, outside of Buenos 
Aires, Rosario, and one or two other 
cities, the people learn to understand 
modern methods, customs, and fash­ 
ions only throught the motion picture. 


Practically all the films shown here 
are American, and to a large extent, 
up to the present time the natives of 
I Argentina have gained their ideas of 
the North American, 
unfortunately, 
from the films, particularly those of 
the American cowboy, »uch as Wil- 
! liam Hart revels in. However, they 
are now beginning to realize 
their 
mistake, and to see that all Americans 
do not wear big sombreros and pack 
two guns on their hips. Now the 
pictures are beginning to have a ten­ 
dency to instill into the Araentinans 
the up-to-date ideals of dress, general 
behavior, etc.

Washington, D. C, July 
29.—The 
arrival in Washington of an envoy 
from Afghanistan, now perhaps the 
most mysterious country in the world, 
seeking the recognition of his home 
land and the establishment of diplo­ 
matic 
relations 
with 
the United 
States, seems to indicate that the pol­ 
icy of absolute isolation from the rest 
of the world loijg followed by this 
Moslem 
kingdom is to be modfied. 
Light 
on -conditions in this 
little- 
known region is thrown by the fol­ 
lowing communication to the National 
Geographic Society from 
Frederick 
Simpich and Haji Mirza Hussein: 


"The buffer State of Afghanistan, 
historic shock-absorber between Great 
Britain and Russia in Middle 
Asia, 
years ago put up a 'Keep Out' sign, 
a 'This Means Yon' warning, to all 
white men and Christians. The land 
is 'posted'—to use a poacher's phrase 
—posted against trade and concession 
hunters, 
against 
missionaries, and 
against all military and political 
hunters in particular. 


"Keep Out" Sign Up. 
"And the 'Keep Out' sign is still up. 
Today the foreigner is no more wel­ 
come in Afghanistan than he was a 
hundred years ago. Forbidden Lhasa 
itself is no more exclusive than brood­ 
ing, suspicious Kabul, the capital of 
this isolate, unfriendly realm of fa­ 
natic tribes, of Tpcks, deserts, U-ri'gat- 
ed valleys, and towering unsurveyed 
ranges. 


"For reasons of foreign policy, the 
An-iv has long felt the necessity of 
secluding his little-known land to the 
gre: test possible extent fronvthe out­ 
side world. 
Only a few Europeans, 
mostly British, but occasionally also 
an American and now and then a few 
Ri :isians or Germans, have had per­ 
mission to come into this country and. 
to sojourn for a while in its curious 
capital. But even on such rare oc 
casions as when a foreign engineer, or 
a doctor whose 
services are badly 
needed, is admitted by the grace of 
the Amir, the visitor is subject to a 
surveillance that amounts almost to 
imprisonment. 


"No ambassadors or ministers, not 
even missionaries, are permitted to 
reside in this fbrUidden Mosfem land. 
'Splendid isolation' is a sort of Afghan 
tradition, a conviction that the coming 
of the foreigner will spell the end of 


j the Amir and his unique, 
absolute 
rule.
